In 1915 Fernald j>;avc the rang(' of Jiotrychiuni lanceolaliitn 
(Giiud.) Angstroem var. angustisegmentum Pease & Moore as 
extending from the St. John Valley, New Brunswick, to eastern 
and southern Ontario, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and New Jersey, 
with the greatest development of the plant from Maine to central 
N(‘w York.* More recently. Wherry reported the i)lant as rang¬ 
ing south to Essex County, N. J., C’hcster and Lancaster (,'oun- 
ti('s. Pa., and liandolph County, We.st Virginia.'^ Brooks 
included in his Pteridophytes of B Virginia both the Ilandolph 
County locality where a single specimen was found on Cheat 
Mountain (alt. 4000^) by Mr. Bussell W('st and an additional 
station discovered by Dr. P. D. Strausbaugh near Green Bank in 
Pocahontas County.* Apparently these last two occurr(‘nc(‘s 
are the most southerly heretofoni recorded, tlu^ hijn presumably 
lUiver having been found before in Virginia. 

The discovery of a colony at an altitude; of approximately 
3800' near Mountain Lake, Giles County, Virginia, is of interest, 
ther(‘fore, both as a range extension .southwest along the Alk;- 
ghenies (about 75 miles) and as an addition to the flora of Vir¬ 
ginia. On August 11, 1941, tern plants were found growing 
in humus-rich shaly soil (pH 5.9 as determined by the glass 
(‘lectrode method) in cool ma{)l(;-birch woods in the ravine of 
Doe Cre'ck about 3^ mile southwest of Mountain Lake Post 
()ffic(‘. Although individual plants exhibited considerable varia- 
tion in size (7-17 cm.) all wore in fruiting condition. The ])lants
